Wasuincton, Oct. 29.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.] There was no excite- 


over the Santiago press cablegram an- 
nouncing the receipt by Minister Egan 
of an unsatisfactory response from the 
Junta to the representations of the 
United States and saying that the Bal- 
| timore’s crew are practically boycotted 
at Valparaiso. Naval officials discredit 
the latter statement and believe its 
foundation lies in the prudent course 
adopted by Commodore Schley respect- 
ing the granting of liberty to its sail- 
ors during the present condition of ex- 
citement. 

No word was received at the Navy 
Department from. the Commodore re- 
porting any new phase in the situation. 

A cipher cablegram from Minister 
Egan was received this morning. It 
was nearly noon before Egan’s cable- 


| gram was translated and laid before 


the President. An hour afterward 
messengers were dispatched to Secre- 
tary Blaine and Secretary Tracy, re- 
questing their presence at the White 
House. The Secretaries promptly re- 
sponded to the President’s summons. 
Secretary Tracy staid an hour at the 
White House and returned to the Navy 
Department, but he had not been there 
long when he was recalled. Naturally 
these movements gave rise to all kinds 
of more or less wild speculation as to 
the nature of Egan’s dispatch and the 
| When 
Secretary Tracy again emerged from 
the White House he refused to make 
any statement whatever respecting 
the Chilean correspondepoe, on the

he came out of the White House and 
stepped into his carriage to go home. 
He had nothing to say about Egan’s 
message, but intimated that when the 
proper time had elapsed the public 
would be informed of the facts.. Soon 
after 6 o’clock an official statement of 
the centents of Minister Egan’s dis- 
patch was made public, It reads as 
follows: 

The Department of State received a tele- 
lee this morning from Minister Egan 
ated Santiago, Octobert 28, in which he 
gives the following as the reply of the 
Chilean government tothe President's tele- 
gramof October 23, asking reparation for 
the recent murder of American sailors in 
the streets of Valparaiso. 

“The minister of foreign affairs replies 
that the Government of the United States 
formulates demands and advances threats 


that, without being cast back with 
acrimony, .are not acceptable, nor 
could they be accepted in the 


present case, or‘in any other of like 
nature. He does not doubt the sincer- 
ity, rectitude or expertness of the 
investigation on board Balti- 
more, but will . recognize the 
jurisdiction and authority of his own coun. 
try to judge and punish the guilty in 
Chilean territo He says that the admin- 
istrative and judicial authorities have been 
investigating the affair, that a judicial in- 
vestigation under Chilean law is secret and 
the time is not arrived to make known the: 
result. When that time does arrive he will 
communicate the result, although he does 
not recognize any other authority compe- 
tent to ey criminal cases than that 
lished by the Chilean people, Until 
that ime rive’ to disclose 
the investigation he cannot admit that the 
disorders in Valparaiso or the silence of his 
department should appear as expression of 
unfriendlinesss toward the Government of 
the United States, which might put in peril 
the friendly relations between the two 
countries."’ 

Up to the hour when the above state- 
ment had been made public, no reply 
had been made toit. What will be the 
nature of Secretary Blaine’s reply is a 
matter of conjecture. The most plaus- 


tions, courteously ‘and diplomatically 
conveyed in Acting Secretary Wharton's 
dispatch, that this Government had no 
doubt that an investigation would be 
made and reparation afforded, will now 
be renewed in the shape of a stern ang 
formal demand,for some immediate as- 
surances of proper action on the part of 
the Junta. and if these are not forth- 
coming, Minister Egan will take pas- 
sage onthe Baltimore for the United 
States, thus severing diplomatic rela- 
tions between’ the, United States and 
Chile. 

New York, Oct. 29.—A special from 
Washington says that the conservative 
members of the Cabinet favor taking 
no decisive action onthe Chilean mat- 
ter until the new government recéntly 
elected is established; to pay little 
heed to the Junta and give the govern- 
mentample time to investigate and 
make reparation. There is little talk 
in official circles of actual trouble. 


IN CASE OF WAR. 
A Powerful Fleet Could be in Chilean Wa- 
ters in a Short Time. 

New York, Oct. 29.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Capt. Erben of the navy 
yard in Brooklyn has made the follow- 
ing statement: ‘Jt is the opinion at 
the yard that the trouble between our 
Government and Chile will not go so far 
as to necessitate the sending to Val- 
paraiso of cruisers. Nothing official 
has been received here relative to the 
course-ef the Government. In case it 
should become necessary to send part 
of the navy to South America, not 
more than four ships are needed to 
carry on operations against Chile.

he San Francisco is on the Pacific 
Coast and the Baltimore is at Val- 
paraiso. The heavily armored double 
turreted monitor Miantonomah was put 
in commission Monday noon and is a 
feartul antagonist for any warship. 
She carries four sixteen-inch guns, six 
tWo-pounders, two three-pounders, two 
machine guns and two Gatling guns 
and is ready to leave on notice. The 
cruisers of the firstclass have twin 
screws and can make the fastest time. 
They are the Chicago, Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia, Ne wark and San Francisco.

ENGLISH COMMENT. 


London Papers Take Qui ~peaemeas View 5 
of the Situa 

Lowpon, Oct. 29.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Post, after re- 
marking that the naval inferjority of 
the United States will make it Gifficult 
for herto coerce Chile, expresses the 
hope that both parties will modify their 
attitude before proceeding to hostili- 
ties. The Post enters igto an elaborate 
international law an giving 
instances, to prove the invalidity o 
Minister Egan’s views on the extra- 
territoriality of the United States lega- 
tion and concludes: ‘‘The whole ques- 
tion isso important that the action of 
the United States will be awaited with 
interest everywhere and not without 
anxiety at the prospect of a confusing 
revolution of international customs.”’ 

The Telegraph, referring to the Chil- 
ean imbroglio, says: ‘‘President Har- 
rison was perfectly justified in acting 
as he did. Doubtless Minister Egan’s 
appointment has turned out to be the 
worst that could have been made. His 
action wasa notorious violation of the 
obligations of neutrality, but there is 
no reason in the wotld why the Chil- 
eans should adopt a defiant attitude. 
If they refuse to make an investigation 
and punish the guilty persons, they are 
acting under the impulse of insensate 
pride. It will be necessary for the 
United States, doubtless sorely against 
her will, to give them a salutary 
lesson.’’ 

The Chronicle thinks the affair hardly 
a matter for war, or eventhe mobilizing 
of the United States Navy. It says 
that Chile will doubtless find it more 
prudent to apologize, punish the assail- 
ants of the American sailors and pay 
compensation rather than risk her iron- } 
clads inan encounter with the United 
States.

Cork, Oct, 29.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] John Dillon was pursued

The wound is not of 
a serious nature, but on account of the 
swelling Dillon must keep quiet. Con- 
sequently he ceased his work of 
canvassing on behalf of the nominee of 
the McCarthyites. 

The fighting which took place be- 
tween the McCarthyites and Parnell- 
ites last night in this city wds more 
serious than at first appeared. There 
was a series of scrimmages between the 
contending parties, the most severe be- 
ing the one in which Dillon was dis- 
abled. Crowds of McCarthyites were 
upon that occasion accompanying Dillon 
and O’Brien, whe were on their way to 
attend a McCarthy meeting. The 
McCarthyites came into collision with 
a procession of Parnellites. 
crowd would give way to the other, and 


so a general mélée followed, several | 


thousand combatants taking part. 
Blackthorns, bricks and stones were 
used by. both parties. Finally the 
McCarthyites succeeded in wrenching 


the torches from the hands of the Par- 


nellites. The victorious McCarthyites 
then continued their march. 

Upon arriving at the market place 
where the meeting was held O’Brien 
addressed 5000 McCarthyites, In the 
meanwhile the routed Parnellites, with 
reinforcements, made another onslaught 
uponthe McCarthyites. They ewes, 
into the quare slashing right 
with their blackthorns..and sp! 
many heads. The 
they fought desperately, were slowly 
driven back. Then fora time the Par- 
nellites held the Market Place. The Mc- 
Carthyites soon found strong reinforce- 
ments, and, thus strengthened, they 
again mustered in a compact 
body and made a dash at the 
Parnellites. After a most desperate 
battle the latter were routed. Many 
on both sides were injured in addition 
to those already reported as having 
been taken to the hospital to vere their 
wounds attended to... 

Similar scenes, though on a some- 
what more modest scale, occurred at 
Bandon, twenty miles from here. Dur- 
ing the fight a numberof contestants 
on both sides were severely cut and 
bruised. 

Late this afternoon it seemed that a 
collision between the persons present at 
the twe opposing meetings was immi- 
nent. The threatened mélée was 
averted, however, by the action of Her- 
culean John O’Connor who forced 
his way through adense and excited 
crowd toward the spot where a carcon- 
taining O’Brien was standing. Arri- 
ving at the car, O’Connor held a hur- 
ried and whispered conversation with 


O’Brien, and finally the two men linked 


arms and passed through the crowd. 
This had a good effect, for seeing the 
' opposed members so friendly with each 
other, their partisans allowed their 
ardor to cool and order was soon re- 
stored.

Additional Details Contirming the First 

Reports of the Disaster. 
Yoxouama, Oct. 29.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.]

The shocks were most 
severe at Kobe. Hundreds of houses 
were destroyed, but the extent of the 
fatalities is unknown and may remain 
so for some time to come, owing to the 
destruction of telegraph lines.

Another Debate on the American Hog in 
the French Senate. 

Paris, Oct. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.]| The Senate today declared urg- 
ent the discussion of the question of the 
duty on salt meats. Minister of Com- 
merce Roche read reports showing that 
trichinosis did not exist in Great 
Britain or Belgium, although those 
countries imported American pork 
freely. The disease in Germany, he 
declared, was due to native meats. All 
learned bodies had stated that Ameri- 
can meats were innocuous, and their 
admission into France would be the 
greatest boon to the working people of 
the country. 

After further discussion of the bill 
the government demanded its adoption 
on the ground that the demand of the 
United States was legitimate and 
France ought to comply withit in the 
interest of the trade of the two coun- 
tries. 

The motion was then adopted. 179 to 
64, and the Senate proceeded to dis- 
cuss the details of the measure. 


Fighting in Crete. _. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, Oct. 29.—-A conffict 
between Turkish troops and an armed 
band under command of Chiefs Zaulus 
and Madris, ¢hampions of the Cretan 
Christians, has occurred near Melopo- 
tamos. Thirty of those engaged in the 
fight including Chiefs Zaulus and Mauris 
were killed. 


THE BRIGGS CASE. 


Union Seminary Directors Stand by 
? the Professor. 


They Claim That the General Assembly 
Has No Power to Veto His Appoint. . 
ment—A Compromise Finally 
Arranged, 


By Telegraph to The Times. ! 
New York, Oct. 29.—|By the Associa- 
ted Press.] The directors of Union 
Theological Seminary met again this 
morning to confer with the committee 
from the General Assembly regarding 
the disapproval of Prof. Briggs’s ap- 
pointment to a chair in the seminary. 

At 12:80 the conference tooka re- 
cess for an hour. : 

When the conference adjourned to- 
night the proceedings of the two days’ | 
session were made public. The direct- 
ors of the seminary maintained 
their independence and allegiance to 
Prof. Briggs, whose election to the chair 
of Biblical theology was vetoed by the 
General Assembly. The two days’ ses- 
sion resulted in a great deal of talk, 
talk, but the matter is still unsettled 
with indications unfavorable to.a near 
settlentfent. The directors adopted a 
resolution setting forth that there isa 
misconception of the meaning of the 
action of the board in 1870, whereby 
the appointments of_ professors were to 
be confirmed by the General Assembly. 
The directors say this referred to the 
election of additional members of the 
faculty, not to appointment to new de- 
partments of professors already in 
office or to their transfer. 

The Assembly Committee then cau- 
cused and adopted a resolution declar- 
ing that the General Assembly had 
always regarded said arrangement as 
binding upon both parties and asking 
the views of the directors. 

After deliberation the directors re- 
turned another resolution, declaring 
that the board without surrendering its 
interpretation of said arrangement 
fully récognizes its binding force until 
it shall be proved illegal and properly 
abrogated. Thus the affair ended. 


STRUCK A REEF. 


Details of the Wreck of the British Ship 
Fiji. 

Saw Francisco, Oct. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Further particulars 
of the loss of the ship Fiji are received 
from Sydney, N.S. W. Fifteen of the 
crew landed by a life-line which was 
sent to the wreck from Warrnambool 
via the Port Camphgll. Twelve of the 
crew were drowned: The ship broke 
up and the beach was strewn with 
wreckage. The scene of wreck is three 
miles east of Gallibrand. 

The Fiji struck against alow reef a 
short distance from shore. A sailor 
named Gebaugh, one of the survivors, 
said that he was from Liverpool, 
having sailed previously from Ham- 
burg on May 22. Capt. Vickers 
second mate Campbell, four appren- 
tices, the sailmaker and seven sailors 
were saved. Chief Officer Brisbane, 
Third Mate Lardman, the cook, steward 
and Apprentice Porter are known to 
have been drowned. 

The steamer Wallarah of Lund’s 
Anchor Line was wrecked some time 
ago at Dassen Island, near Cape Town, 
while en route from London to the 
Colonies. No lives were lost. 


Italy’s Crop Prospects. 

Rome, Oct. 29.—In an interview to- 
day Signor Arcoles, Under Secretary of 
Agriculture said that crops in this 
country are all above the average. ,The 
yield of wheat is 15,450,000 quarters: 
maize, 8,068,000; oats, 2,060,000; 
barley, 1,201,000; rye, 2,403,000. 
‘The yield of wine is expected to be 
large in quantity and finein quality 
and the orange and lemon crops are 
most promising. 


An Imperial Traveling Party. 

CorpeNwaGEN, Oct. 29.—The Czar, 
Czarina and other members of the im- 
perial family, who have been -~-visiting 
recently at Fredensborg, started on 
board the imperial yacht for Dantzic, 
whence the party will proceed by train 
to Livadia, traveling by way of War- 
saw. The Czar and his party were 
accompanied to Dantzic by the King 
and Queen of Denmark and by the 
Princess of Wales.

"A Steamer Burned on the 


Mississippi. 


Thirteen Persons Known t0 Have 
Died by Fire or Drowning. 


Fears That the Actual Death List. 
will Prove Much Larger. 


The Fire Thought to Have Been the 
Work of a Gang of Employes 
Who Had Been Dit 
charged. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Vicksacrs, (Miss.,) Oct. 29.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] By the burning of 
the fine steamer Oliver Bierne, at Mil- 
liken’s Bend Landing, at an early hour 
this morning, thirteen lives are known 
to have been lost and it is feared that 


more perished. The boat lay up at the 


landing with many cabin passengers 
and over 200 ‘‘deckies,”’ white men, 
en ronte to the various levee works. 
There was a lot of cotton to be loaded 
at the landing-and the mate had 
trouble with the roustabouts and a nom- 
ber of them quit work, after which the 
mate hired white men. This enraged 
the negroes, who made open threats 
against the mate and the boat. 

At 3:20 this morning the cotton in 
the deck room was discovered to be om 
fire, and in a short time the entire boat 
was a mass of flames. The passengers 
were aroused and everything possible 


done to avert loss of life, but as stated 


above, thirteen persons are known to 
have perished, and it is feared several 
of the unknown deck passengers lost 
their lives. Most of those rescued had 
to jump into the river, where they were 
picked up by yawls. The fire spread 
with such rapidity that they could get 
off of the boat in no other way. 


The passengers lost everything. The 


survivors of the disaster were shown 
every kindness by the citizens of Mil- 
liken’s Bend. The list of lost reported 
by Capt. Thorwegen is as follows: 

Two chilaren of Dr. Worrell of Baton 
Rouge, Sam V. Entriken, two chamber- 
maids, a daughter. of Mr. Adams of 
Omaha, five cabin boys, the nurse of 
Mrs. Frazier of Natchez, Mrs. le 
of New Orleans.

The orange crop of Florida will not 
be brought into competition with ours 
so much this year’as it savas last. Last 
vear Florida oranges were late, and 
the shipping season lapped over upon 
the time usually left for California. 
This year the Florida crop is on, time 
and the California crop will be: ‘fully 
three weeks later than usual. This will 
keep the two principal producers out of 
each others’ way, which will prove an 


advantage to both. But the . Florida: 


crop thisseason is very large. It is 
estimated by those best posted at from 
3,000,000 to,4,000,000 boxes. At 
boxes to ~-the car, this 
from 10,000 to 18,- 
O00 carloads—fully twice the prod- 
uct of Florida. Florida  grow- 
ers have the advantage of the pop- 
ular centers all'along the Atlantic 
seaboard for their markets, and these 
they reach by cheap ocean carriage. 
But even these facilities seem to strike 
them as inadequate for the disposal of 
their immense crop, and this vear they 
are endeavoring to open up a market 
in Europe. As noted the other day, 
several shipments have already been 
dispatched across the Atlantic. The 
portion of the Florida crop which finds 
its way to the western centers of trade 
rather forestalls than competes with 
our shipments. Inthe mainit has not 
hitherto proven a serious drawback for 
California fruit, as the people of the 
West only get, their appetites well 
whetted by the time ours gets along. 
We have the advantage of the spring 
months, whenthe change of weather 
gives everybody a hankering after 
ac ids, 

While the Florida shippers feel the 
necessity of enlarging their market, 
and are pushing out for Europe, we 
ought to take our cue from them and 
reach for the Atlantic seaboard. <As 
yet we have hardly made an impression 
on New York, Philadelphia, Boston or 
any of the important cities of the East- 
ern States. The difficulty in reaching 
those places hitherto has been the 
great distance of transportation and 
the high freights. With careful pack- 
ing, utilizing the most improved fruit 
cars forshipment, and securing reason- 
able tolls, we ought to be able to place 
our oranges on their fruit stands at 
reasonable .prices. Whatever success 
we have achieved in the western mark- 
kets awaits us twice or three times 
multiplied in the eastern, if we only 
succeed in finding the epen scsame. 

It is generally understood that the 
shippers of California oranges did not 
come out very well on last season's 
crop. The early market was more. or 
less demoralized by the lateness of the 
Florida fruit, and late shipments from 
here did not seem to carry well, much 
of the fruit arriving in bad condition. 
The belief prevails that nearly every 
shipper lost money in the season's 
work. If this be so, they will be very 
cautious about this vear’s purchases, 
and each one will aim to recoup him- 
self for his former ill luck.. 

In view of this fact and all the other 
circumstances above

ers of California should immediately be- 
gin to face the problem before” them, 
and prepare early to protect their in- 
terests so far as possible.

The theory is 
that the atoms of the bar became freed 
by the superior electrical force gen- 
erated in the revolving disc. It is a 
well known principle of electric science 
that any revolving globe or disc gener- 
ates electricity, that a revolving cur- 
rent of electricity creates magnetism. 
The mechanical effect of magnetism is 
believed to ‘be ‘simply a synchronic 
rearrangement of the molecules 
of the mass magnetized. If now, 
electricity in producing magnetism 


has power to rearrange the mole- 
cules of the mass, is it not pos- 


sible that this action may be carried 
further by the same process, and the 
molecules of the mass be so separated 
from each other as to transform the 
mass from a solid to a liquid form? Per- 
haps in dissolving iron or steel by the 
electric process, some different applica- 
tion of the electric current may be re- 
quired than that of the revolving swirl 
used to create a magnet; perhaps that 
particular application has been blun- 
dered upon by the man who severed his 
bars of steel by a revolving disc brought 
itto juxtaposition with them. It is a 
good subject for scientific men to study.

Last night the Board of Health met 
in regular session, with Mayor Hazard 
in the chair and all the members pres- 
ent.

garbage inspectors. The Mayor's 
idea is to place the garbage in iron vés- 
sels and have inspectors see that it is 
properly handled. At present it is 
dumped in open. barrels on the side- 
walks. 

A petition from citizens of the Sec- 
ond Ward, asking that the Isacey Car- 
pet Cleaning Works be removed on the 
grounds that it is a nuisance, was read. 
‘The matter was referred to’ the health 
officer.

Aria (Samoa,) Oct. 15, via San Fran- 
cisco, Oct. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.]/ Baton Senft von Pilsach, pres- 
dent of the Municipal Council and ad- 
viser to King Malietoa, has resigned. 

The reason he assigns is that certain 
white residents of Samoa have been 
writing letters to the King about the 
German currency and other matters, 
and that the King wrote direct to them 
in reply. Pilsach claims that no one 
should either write or speak to King 
Malietoa before first securing the pres- 
ident’s permission, thereby actually as- 
suming the position of Stctator of the 
islands.

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BURKETT’S DEATH. 


Result of the Inquest Held Yes- 
terday. 


Testimony of John Robarts, the Dead 


Man’s Attorney. 


He Details the Business Relations Be- 
tween Griffith and Burkett. 


/ 

Statements of Eye-witnesses Regarding 
the Shooting and Suicide—How the 
Deed. was Committed—The 
Verdict. 


An inquest was held at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon in Orr & Sutch’s un- 
dertaking rooms on the refnains ‘of 
Frank Burkett, who shot G. J. Griffith, 
the day before, near the Catholic Ceme- 
tery and then killed himself. 

' Coroner Weldon had taken Mr. Grif- 
fith’s statement in writing to be used if 
necessary, but it. was not needed, as 
there was sufficient. evidence to show 
that Burkett committe suicide imme- 
diately after shooting Griffith. 

Immediately after the jury was sworn, 
the taking of testimony was proceeded 
with. 

John Robarts, the attorney, was the 
first witness sworn and stated that he 
knew deceased; that he is a native of 
England, came here in 1889, and is 
about 49 years of age. Shortly before 
June, 1889, witness became acquainted 
with Burkett and was told by deceased 
that he had leased a portion of the Los 
Feliz ranch with the understanding that 


he was to purchase the land. Deceased” 


then entered into an agreement witha 
Mr. Dennison to sell, and when Griffith 
heard this he (Griffith) gave out that 
Burkett had forfeited his rights, etc. 
Burkett then brought suit through wit- 
ness and was nonsuited. He wanted to 


appeal, but was advised by ewitness and || 


Henry T. Gage, Esq., his then partner, 
not totake an appeal. Subsequently 
Burkett made an agreement to sell one- 
half of the land toa Mr. Sketchley, but 
Griffith stated to various parties that he 
would not give a deed if Burkett sold. 
Burkett then, through his attorneys, the 
witness and Judge Bicknell, brought suit 
for slander against Griffith, but the case 
was lost.and Burkett took the case to 
the Supreme, Court. The judgment of 
the lower court was confirmed. At this 
time the house that Burkett had built 
at a cost of, between $3000 and $4000 
was burned and Burkett disappeared 
for some time, when he again called on 
witness and wished to petition the 


Supreme Court.for a re-hearing. Wit- |- 


ness advised him not to as also did Bick- 
nell. Aboutten days ago Burkett-called 
and wished to open the case again. In 
regard to Griffith’s statement that Bur- 
kett’s attorneys got all his money and 
then dropped him, witness stated that 
all the money paid them was $100 in 
June, 1589, and $100 in August, 1889. 
Burkett was having trouble in England. 
He expected to get money from his 
mother’s estate. When he came here. 
he had about $20,000. Witness and 
Griffith have not been on speaking 
terms for about two years and Mr. Grif- 
fith has made several statements re- 
flecting on witness for bringing the 
suit. Deceased has been very cross and 
excitable since the Case was disposed of 
in the Supreme Court. : 

The next witness was Mrs. Ynes 
Lyon, who was near by when the shoot- 
She saw deceased drive 
up toa point in front of the Catholic 
graveyard and place a pistol against his 
head and fire. e remafned in the 
buggy, She heardtwo shots just before 
the man shot himself. When she heard 
the first shot she ran up to the fence 
and saw the deteased drive across the 
street and shoot himself, but she saw 
nothing more. 

John Rhodes, asprinkling cart driver, 
was sworn. At about 83 o’clock he 
passed the sexton’s house andsaw Grif- 
fith sitting in his buggy and his wife in 
the graveyard. Hedrove a few feet, 
when he heard a shot and looked around. 
He saw a man standing upina buggy a 
few feet from Mr. Griffith. He fired 
over the fence and then sat down. He 
then got a pistol in his hand and drove 
toward witness. He seemed to be try- 
Ing to shoot himself inthe head. When 
he got to a point near witness, he 
checked his horse and then put the pis- 
tol against his head and fired. He fell 
over, and witness, who was only thirty 
feet away, called to some men and they 
went to deceased's buggy. “Witness did 
not see Griffith after the shooting until 
he came in from behind the sexton’s 
house. 

N. V. Gray stated that at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon he was in the 
Southern Pacific yards when he, heard 
some loud talking and he hurried to 
Buena Vista street and sawa lady and 
gentleman in a buggy anda man lying 
ina buggy bleeding. The man had a

The Public inca Moved into Its 
New Quarters. 


One of the Best Institutions of the Kind 
in Southern California — Sadden 
Death at Chino —-Pleasant 
Surprise Party.

Pomona boasts of a better city library 
than most towns of its size.and now that 
the word “Library’’ may be seen in bold 
letters upon the Thomas street face of the 
new Union Block, new interest is awakened 
init. Like the greater part of «similar in. 
stitutions for the elevation of mankind the 
Pomona city library was originated by 
women. In 1887 about twenty of the most 
progressive women of the town, deeply feel- 


ing the necessity of better facilities for 


reading and studying, especially the more 
wholesome works of literature, history and” 
science, determined to provide the means 
for thisinalibrary. To secure the neces- 
sary funds for a beginning they held a 
series of flower festivals, which were very 
successful. A small room in the Ruth 
Block was rented and the library opened to 
the public. The project met with great 
favor and increased rapidly, so that in 
1889 the three rooms now occupied by it in 
the First National Bank building were 
leased, and the city authorities induced to 
take controlof it. “The usefulness of the 
library was greatly increased by the ad- 
dition of reading-rooms  coiutaining 
current issues of all the best standard 
periodicals. The present quarters are 
now too small, every chair in the 
reading-rooms being filled almost daily. 
The new rooms will be much more 
commodious, and no doubt the library will 
then receive still greater patronage. It 
now contains 2250 volumes, all clean, 
wholesome books, nothing trashy being ad- 
mitted. Thetrusteesof the library are: 
Rey. C. F. Loop, president; Charles I. Lor- 
beer. secretary; Dr.C.W. Brown, Fred J.
